Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment for claim 5 eliminating polycaprolactone as a choice of a biodegradable polymer 
would require further search/consideration. The proposed amendment to independent claim 21 would require further search and 
consideration. Claim 22 has been added without cancelling a corresponding amount of finally rejected claims and also would require 
further search/consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Noda does not teach the percentage of stretching in the priority document 60/278,948. Although the provisional 
application appears to not indicate the percentage of stretching in Example 6, it does discuss stretching on page 49. On page 49, it is 
taught that the product can be stretched in at least one direction to an extent in the range from about 200 - 1500% strain and more 
preferably 300 - 1000%. The Examiner submits that Noda does qualify as prior art. It should be noted that the remainder of the arguments 
rely on the unentered amendment. 
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
